Utility Board Lets Bid On Valves 


The Elba Water and Elec- 
\tric Board met in regular 
session Tuesday night. The 
business began with the read- 
ing of the minutes and the 
approval of payment of routine 
bills. 

Lamar Faulk of Polyeng- 
ineering in Dothan was present 
and opened bids of some new 
water pressure valves for the 
City of Elba. The bid request 
had been sent to seven large 
valve sales companies and it 
had been advertised properly 
in the newspaper,but only one 
bidder returned a completed 
bid form. 

Faulk had told the board 
members the cost would be 
about $10,000 and the lone bid 
of $10,687.72 was accepted by 


the board on a motion by Oscar 
Vaughan. 

Jimmy Stewart, consulting 
engineer for the W & E Board, 
was present and reviewed for 
the members the progress dur- 
ing the past year. Henoted that 
some problems still’ remain, 
the greatest being the contin- 
uing rise in the cost of operat- 
ing and the spiraling cost of 
wholesale electricity. 

Stewart predicted an _ in- 
crease in the wholesale rate 
again after the first of the 
year, noting that Alabama 
Power Company was expected 
to go before the Federal Power 
Commission in Washington re- 
questing such an increase in 
January. The timing for a 
local increase will hinge on

Commission Calls For Garbage 


Pick Up Bids 


The Coffee County Com- 
missione met on Monday, Sept- 
ember 12, at the Courthouse in 
Elba, and heard County Engin- 
eer Leslie Mullins present the 
results of an evaluation con- 
ducted by the Highway Depart- 
ment to help determine a prior- 
ity system by which dirt roads 
in the county will be paved. 

The evaluation consisted of 
ty, and released their find- 
ings to Mullins. At the meet- 
ing on Monday, Mr. Mullins 
stated, ‘‘It is the duty of the 
commission to establish prior- 
ities, this evaluation was con- 
ducted only to aid you in doing 
so."’ 

The commissioners all a-. 
greed the study would help in 
establishing a priority system 
and instructed Mullins to con- 
duct surveys on other dirt roads 
in the county. 

The commission meeting 
began at 10:00 a.m. with all 
members present. Present 
many factors, such as--the 
number of vehicles using the 
road daily, the number of oc- 
cupied houses on the road, the 
type soil the road is made of, 
and whether or not the road is 
part of a mail route or school’ 
bus route. All the factors 
are considred, and the road is 
given a priority number. 

The Highway Department 
evaluated 15 roads in the coun- 
»were Commissioners Rex Bout- 
well, Gilmer Grant, Jack, 
Hornsby, Don Smith, Max 
Reeves and Bennie Beckham, 
and Probate Judge James L. 
Sawyer. 

The first order of business 
was to open bids for pest con- 
trol service for all county 
buildings. The bids (stated in 
monthly costs) were Elco Pest» 
Control--$94, Copter Pest 
Control--$94, and Pesto Pest 
Control--$92. 

Before awarding the contract, 
the commission agreed that ter- 
mite protection would be con- 
tracted seperitely. The com- 
mission voted unanimously to 
accept the low bid from Pesto 
Pest Control. 

Upon request of County Agent 
Tom Cassaday, Mr. Mike Mc- 
Kinnon of McKinnon Sign of 
Outdoor Advertising Co., Inc., 
presented to the commission a 
proposal for individual letters 
to be used to identify the build- 
ings at the Farm Center in 
New Brockton. The letters 
would be plastic and would be 
placed on the front of the 
buildings. The cost of the 
letters would be $517.38. The 
commission tabled action onthe 
proposal. 

County Attorney Braxton 


Soliciting bids for rural gar- 
bage pick-up in Coffee County. 
Judge Sawyer read the terms 
of the proposal to the commis- 
sion and minor changes were 
made in the wording of the 
proposal. The commission ag- 
reed to send out requests for 
bids on rural garbage pick-up 
and expressed hope a contract- 
or would be hired by December 
1, 1977. 

The commission was infor- 
med of a request by Bill Ray, 
of the Farmer’s Home Admin- 
istration, for the county to be 
the sponsoring agent for a 
C.E.T.A. slot to be used by his 
office. The commission voted 
unanimously to serve as the 
sponsoring agent. 

Judge Sawyer read a let- 
ter from the Alabama County 
Commissioners Association 
requesting information as to 
whether or not Coffee County 
is in need of more doctors. 
The letter stated that 30 doc- 
tors will complete residency by 
January 1 at the University of 
Alabama Medical Schools, and 
that now was the time to seek 
the services of the doctors. 

The commission decided to 
check further into the matter. 

In other action, the com-

***received a copy of the re- 
cent inspection report on the 
county jail; 
***heard of an application for 
the incorporation of the Ta- 
bernacle--Clintonville Water 
Authority; 
***agreed to accept appli- 
cations for the position of So- 
lid Waste Supervisor at ‘the 
county landfill; 
***agreed to borrow $20,000 
to be placed in Public Highway 
rand Traffic Fund;

Reeves tell Engineer Mullins 
“I would like when you finish

Pump Still Is 


Trouble For 


City Council 


The Elba City Council met 
in special session Tuesday night 
to discuss a well-point pump 
purchased about six months a- 
go on low bid. According to 
city officials the pump has never 
functioned properly, and the 
meeting was to determine a 
course of action on the mat- 
ter. City Clerk Jack Pres- 
cott stated that it was a con- 
tinuing problem and also that 
no payment has been made on 
the equipment. 

Mayor Robert Folsom stated 
that the equipment had not been 
given a fair test yet, and he 
wasn't sure the machine should 
be returned. 

Councilman Jimmy Wise 
then questioned the practice 
of transfering men from one 
job to another without complet- 
ing work. Wise suggested 
that Prescott worked closely 
with the street superintendent 
to see that this was done and 
Mayor Folsom stated strong- 
ly that ‘‘I will do that.’’ 

The council agreed that the 
well-points would be reinstall- 
ed at the sewer break-in site 
on Washington early Wednes- 
day morning and enough men 
left on the job to find out if 
the pump works. If the pump 
is found to be inadequate, the 
city attorney said the city could 
then either return it tothe sell- 
er and readvertise for another 
pump or take it back to the 
seller and advertise for taking 
bids again. The attorney was 
quoted as saying that if the 
company proved the pump was 
serviceable, the city was liable 


for payment. 
In Other action, the council 
approved the continuance 


of $3000 a month to the school 
system for the fiscal year, 
1977-78. This totals $36,000. 
The council was told that with 
this approval the board could 
manage one additional first 
grade teacher, along with the 
other special projects.

ANSWERLINE: The story you 
heard may have originated with 
backers of Laetrile, a totally 
worthless cancer remedy that 
is extracted from apricot pits. 
Hence, an attempt to link 
Laetrile to the Hunza diet which 
uses the apricot as a fruit ana 
its pit as a source of cooking 
oil.

A man from Houston Coun- 
ty writes: ‘‘My wife will begin 
drug treatments soon as part 
of her cancer therapy, and this 
will go on for a period of time. 
I won't be able to drive her to 
the hospital after the first few 
times because of my job. We 
need help.’’ 
ANSWERLINE: Please check 
with your local American Can- 
cer Society Unit. In many 
communities the ACS has vol- 
unteer drivers who will be 
glad to chauffer your wife dn 
a neighborly way. In some 
areas, where there are no 
volunteer drivers, other help- 
ful arrangements can be made. 


A grandmother explains: - 
‘‘Many years ago when my son 
was a teenager he had X-ray 
treatments because acne was 
making him miserable. The 
treatments helped. Now, 


though, I worry about cancer.” 


ANSWERI Your son should 
have his throat and neck exam- 
ined by a physician just as a 
precaution. Many years ago, 
physicians used radiation treat- 
ment for such conditions as 
acne, scalp problems, enlarge- 


ment of the thymus gland, ton- 
sils or adenoids, and even some 
problems of deafness. Some- 
times the thyroid gland received 
radiation along with the area 
being treated. Some of these 
patients have developed thyroid 
tumors. These tumors are 
usually slow-growing and 
harmless. When they are can- 
cerous (unlike other forms of 
cancer) the disease may stay 
confined to its area of origin, 
in this case the neck, for long 
periods of time. This means 
that they can be successfully 
removed. Your sonis certainly 
a candidate for a checkup, and 
you both should keep in mind this 
fact: most thyroid tumors are 
NOT cancer.

WHAT IS ENCROACHMENT? 

During the past two games, game announcer Doug Holder- 
field has said the word ‘‘encroachment’’ at least a couple of 
dozen times. Well, on Tuesday of this week I talked with 
Mr. J. B. McCaslin, who is the Associate Secretary of the 
Alabama High School Athletic Association, and found out ex- 
actly what encroachment is. 

First off, there is no such thing in high school football as 
‘“‘offsides.’’ Sorry! 

On a play from scrimmage, there is a neutral zone appro- 
ximately 12 inches wide (the length of the football). Once the 
center makes his final adjustments to the ball, no one is 
allowed to enter the neutral zone until the center snaps the 
ball. If a player does enter the zone, a penalty is called - 
‘‘encroachment.”’ 

The referee gives the same signal as was given in the past 
for offsides, but the penalty is for ‘‘encroachment into the 
neutral zone."’

We begin the Christian life 
through faith. We must have 
faith in the divinity of Jesus, 
and in his power and willing- 
ness to save us from our sins. 

After 
we are saved, we are expected 
to have lives of virtue or good- 
ness. Christianity is far more 
than a code of morals, but a 
Christian who is immoral is 
a counterfeit. Jesus not only 
_ said, ‘Your sins are forgiven;”’ 
) he also said, ‘‘Go and sin no 

more.’’ He challenges us to 
strive to attain perfection, even 
as God is perfect. 

Then add to virtue k&now- 
ledge. The Greek had two words) 
for knowledge. This one meant 
practical knowledge rather than 
theoretical wisdom. You don’t 
have to be brilliant to be a 
Christian, or evento have grad- 
uated from high school. But 
we are to serve God with all 
the common sense we have; and 
we are to learn his truths. No 
man is truly educated unless 
he knows God’s Word. 

Add to knowledge temper- 
ance. A better translation of 
this Greek word would be 
“‘Self-control.’’ Some people’s 
only goal in life is to gain what 
they want for themselves. Some 
are controlled by their minds 

‘and make intelligent decisions. 
Others are controlled by the 
flesh, and become gluttons, 
winebibbers, or libertenes. But 
the goal of a Christian is to be 
ruled by the Spirit of God who 
dwells within him, so that he 
is not really self-controlled, 
but God-controlled. 

Add to temperance patience. 
This refers to the ability to 
endure things. In Paul’s day 
a Chrsitian often had to pay a 
big price for his faith. Paul 
: was likely beheaded himself. 

; Today’s attacks on Christians 
t ure far more subtle, at least 
in our nation. But we need to 
be ready to die for our faith -- 
or, far more difficult, to live 
for it daily. 
Add to patience godliness. 
We might translate this term

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FARM MANAGEMENT 
Several things are impor- 


tant in farming in Coffee 
County. Management is so 
important for full time and 
even part-time farmers. Ade- 
quate financing is becoming 
more of a “challenge for farm- 
ers. Our needs are expanding 
and this year the income has 
shrunk considerably.- This 

its an extra burden on ade- 

e financing 

if a farmer is dealing with 

bank, FCA, FHA, or other 
ending institutions, it is im- 
portant to have an understanding 
between the lending agency and 
the farmer. All our bankers in 
Coffee County realize the im- 
portance of agriculture to the 
economy; they also have a 
good understanding of the finan- 
cial needs. Good, frank, 
straight-forward, honest dis- 
cussions are needed between the 
banker and the person bor- 
rowing the money. A farmer 
who has a plan for his farm 
has a much better chance of 
being adequately financed. It 
is a lot better for the lender 
and it is much better for the 
borrower. Establishing a good 
relationship is extremely im- 
portant.

Many farmers are a little 
hesitant to plant too early 
because of possible worm dam- 
age. This is the reason for 
planting a little later than we 
usually plant. However, if you 
need early grazing, it is very 
important to get these crops in 
in September. 

Sod seeding on established 
Bahiagrass or Coastal Ber- 
mudagrass should be delayed 
until a good rain in mid to late 
October or early November. If 
you plant small grains and 
clovers in established sod while 
the sod is still growing vigor- 
ously, there is too. much com- 
petition Delay this seeding 
until the Bahia or Coastal Ber- 
muda growth just about stops. 
Be sure to mow or graze just 
about as low as you can before 
sod seeding. Sod seeding crops 
won't help until January, but we 
will have a great need for graz- 
ing in January, February, 
March and April. 


SOIL TESTING 

What about enlisting the 
help of your family in getting 
soil testing done? At least 
get them to help you remem- 
ber to get this important job 
done preferably in September 
just as soon after harvest as 
you can 

If you are not certain about 
what crops will be planted in 
your fields next year, ask for 
more than one recommendation. 
For example, if you have a 
field that you are not certain if 
it will be planted in corn or 
soybeans, you can get them to 
give you the recommendations 
for both of these crops. The 
most important reason for soil 
testing early is to determine 
whether lime is needed. You 
just can’t get the job done in 
February and March hecause 
weather limits the lime 
spreaders. 

I would like to see Coffee 
County take the lead in getting 
soil samples in early to the 
laboratory. Many of our farm 
supply people are providing a 
free service to cropproducers

Check 
with Your dealer before sending 
them in, of course.

FMHARevises Formula 
For Drought Emegency 


Water System Grants 


A more liberal formula for 
determining the amount of grant 
funds, supplementing loans 
available for improvement of 
rural community water systems 
affected by drought, has been 
put into effect in Coffee Coun- 
ty by the Farmers Home Admin- 
istration (FmHA), theagency’s 
County Supervisor, Bill Ray, 
announced this week. 

Coffee County has been made 
eligible for FmHA emergency 
loans and grants under Presi - 
dent Carter’s drought assis- 
tance program tohelp commun- 
ities having diminished water 
supplies, resulting from drought 
conditions, in designated 
drought areas. Applications for 
projects approved must be made 
in time for funds to be obli- 
gated by Sept. 30, 1977. 

The revised regulations will 
enable FmHA to apply a for- 
mula on grants similar to that 
used by other federal agencies 
that help finance drought emer- 
gency water system projects. 

In calculating a communi- 
ty’s ability to repay an emer- 
gency loan for water system 
improvement, FmHA previous- 
ly has taken into account exis- 
ting indebtedness only for wa- 
ter facilities The new for- 
mula lets FmHA take into ac- 
count the applicant's existing in- 
debtedness for all purposes. 
This is expected to increase 
the grant portion of FmHA 
funding of many projects 

The new regulation also 
provides that some projects 
previously not eligible for grant 
assistance, may receive FmHA 
grants of up to 20% of total 
eligible project development 
costs, ifthey are needed to safe- 
guard public’ health and safety. 
A larger proportion of grant 
funds, up to 50%, may be pro- 
vided if justified through the 
formula for determining the 
community's ability to repay @ 
loan.

GROUND BEEF 

Because of the new fat con- 
tent rules for ground meat, 
it’s sometimes confusing to 
know which kind to use for what. 


What you intend to use the 
ground meat for determines the 
type to buy. To grill or pan- 
broil patties, use a ground beef 
with a fat content of about 
25%. This has enough fat to 
keep the hamburgers moist 
and juicy, but not enough to 
cause many flare-ups on the 
grill or too much shrinkage. 


In a casserole where ground 
beef is a main ingredient and 
the fat isn’t drained off during 
cooking, choose ground beef 


labeled lean or extra lean. But, 


if you plan to brown the meat 
and drain the fat off before 
adding the other ingredients, 

regular ground beef may be your 
best buy. 


Leaner ground beef ususally 
costs more, but most con- 
sumers can't tell the difference 
between ground beef and beef 
containing more fat--as long as 
the differences aren't great. 
So, before you spend the extra 
money for lean, see if a higher 
fat ground meat will serve your 
needs just as well.

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that you rinse clothes in cold 
vater. On the other hand, dia- 
pers and other clothes that may 
carry germs should be washed 
in hot water, but most clothes 
we wear everyday are only 
lightly soiled and really don’t 
need hot water. 

Dishes do need to be washed 
in hot water, though. Even so, 
you may be able to save ener- 
gy by cutting down the water 
temperature. Check your hot 
water theymostat to see if it's 
set too high. It is recommend- 
ed 140 degrees as the tempera- 
ture setting for the water heat- 
er. 


CHESTNUTS 

Perhaps you have wondered 
how you can use these chest- 
nuts in some of your foods. 
They can be substituted in cas- 
seroles for almonds, pecans, 
or peanuts. Or even if the re- 
cipe doesn’t list it as an ingre- 
dient, it can often times be add- 
ed, and improves the flavor 
or texture of the casserole. Per- 
haps you use chestnuts in stuf- 
fings for your turkey or hen or 


wild game. Some salads are 
improved by the addition 
of these toasted nuts.

Protect Stored 
Foods From Insects 


Today's high food prices 
have sparked interest in stor- 
ing home grown and dried beans, 
peas, popcorn, etc. It’s really 
annoying - and wasteful - to 
have to throw them out because 
insects got into the storage 
containers. Extension Entomo- 
logist Dr. Géne Strother has 
some suggestions to help you 
keep the bugs out of your 
stored foods. : 

Fumigation is one method. 
Sprinkle 1-1/2 tablespoons of 
ethylene dichloride over the

stored food in a five-gallun lard 
can, or use | teaspoon for a 
gallon jar. Close tightly for 
72 hours. Then open the jar 
and aerate thoroughly. Store 
the food in insect-tight jars 
or cans. Strother says to be 
careful when using ethylene 
dichloride. Its fumes are 
poiscnous. 

You can also treat by tteez- 
ing. Put the container with the 
food in it in the freezer and 
hold for at least seven days. 
The entomologist says bb sure 
that the freezer temperature 
is zero degrees Fahrenheit; 
check the temperature With a 
freezer thermometer tobe cer- 
tain. After you take the food 


out of the freezer, let the 
food return to room temper- 
ature before storing it in in- 
sect-tight containers. 


A third choice is to treat 
by heating. Spread the food in 
a thin layer on a cookie sheet 
or shallow baking pan. Put in 
a warm oven and heat until 
the center of the mass reaches 
145 degrees Fahrenheit. Use 
a thermometer to measure the 
temperature. Leave the food 
in the oven after it reaches 
145 degrees for 20 or 30 min- 
utes. Store in insect-tight jars 
or cans after the food cools.

Pump Issue Is Unsettled 


The wellpoint pump that was 
the subject of a spcial Elba 
City Council meeting last week 
has been re-installed in the 
area of the broken sewer line 
on Washington Avenue. 

The special meeting was 
called to decide on a course 
of action with the pump that 
was bought on low bids, but 
has never functioned proper!) 
The council voted unanimous’ y 
for it to be set up proper) 
and checked out immediately. 
They instructed Mayor Folsom 
to do this, and if the pump 
failed to perform its duties, 
return it to the firm from 


which it was bought and re- 
advertise for another pump. 

The accompanying photos 
were taken on Friday morning 
after the pump had been in- 
Stalled at least a full day and 
the results were anything but 
impressive. 

A stream of water about 
the size of the average per- 
son’s little finger was slowly 
coming out of the pipe, yet 
water was actually standing in 
one of the impressions around 
one of the seven wellpoints! 

The debate over defective 
pump vs. improper installation 
was still raging at press time. 


Mayor Folsom says the machin- 
ery will do the job if properly 
installed. When he was aked 
by a councilman why it wasn’t 
done as voted by the council, 
Folsom said they were busy 
with other things. Againhe was 
asked why he didi’t do as the 
council wanted, and Folsom said 
he didn’t care what the council 
wanted. 

In the conversation, Folsom 
said he was ‘‘fixing to reset the 
wellpoints’’ and try to get a 
better water suction. 

Each of the seven  well- 
points i.stalled in the ground 
is supposed to suck all the 
water from the dirt around 
the point, and as other water 
moves to fill the void, draw it 
out also. People who have 
seen this type equipment work 
before say it is not unusual to 
see a big stream of water 
shooting out ten or fifteen 
yards for hours or until the 
ground is dry. The sugar 
sand in this area is said to 
turn loose the water easily 
when the equipment is working 
properly. One of the ques- 
tions involved with this par- 
ticular area is the marle or 
hard soapstone layer below 
the sugar sand. Se 

Some suggest breaking thr- 
ough this layer with the well- 


- points, other say use a pipe 


and a heavy ax, and a third 
idea is to take off the well- 
points and shoot a heavy stream 
of water and wash a hole thr- 
ough it. Mayor Folsom says 
that the thickness of this layer 
varies and ‘‘it may be twenty 
feet thick here.’’ However, he 
agreed that if this were true, 
the water would not be the prob- 
lem it is now. 

When and if the city gets the 
wellpoint problem worked out 
and the water pumped from 
the area, a hole can be dug 
and the men can work on the 
broken sewer line without 
standing in water. 

Only time will tell if the 
people of Elba win this round 
or does the muddy water hold- 
ing the broken sewer line win 
again as it has for the past 
year.

Foil Purse Snatcher, FBI Says 


A lot of school-aged young 
people are alert, agile, and fast 
on their feet. Excellent qual- 
ities for someone on the ath- 
letic field? Absolutely, but they 
are also talents being misused 
by many youths to make a 
dishonest dollar--purse snatch- 
ing. These youthful criminals 
are constantly looking for an 
opportunity--a chance to grab 
an unguarded purse from anun- 
suspecting person and to take off 
with it after meeting little orno 


resistance. To discourage 
these young criminals and to 
avoid the loss of valuables and 
the headaches involved in re- 
placing drivers’ licenses and 
new credit cards, 


obtaining I 
‘keep the following suggestions 
in mind: 


Don’t carry a purse if you 
don’t have to do so--consider 


carrying valuables and other. 


necessary items in a pocket 
instead. 

Don’t make yourself a par- 
ticularly desirable mark by dis- 
playing a lot of money or leaving 


your purse open so that money 


_ or valuables are plainly visible. 


Be particularly alert when 
leaving a bank or other lo- 
cation where people frequently 
obtain money or something of 
value. 

Don’t put your purse down 
and allow~your attention to be 
diverted from it. When carrying 
bags, packages, or other items, 
carry your purse between these 
items and your body. 

When walking, carry your 
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purse close to your body with 
your hand over the clasp to 
make the purse harder to grab 
and therefore less inviting. 
Shoulder bags should be carried 
in much the same manner. 

Avoid wrapping a purse 
strap around your wrist or 
arm--if the purse snatcher 
struggles for the purse, you 
might be injured because you 
can’t free yourself (don’t risk 
serious injury to thwart a de- 
termined criminal). 

Be conscious of the se- 
curity of your purse at alltimes. 
Making your purse a less at- 
tractive target for the young 
purse snatcher will discourage 
him from victimizing you and 
perhaps encourage him to use 
his talents in more legimate 
and beneficial ways.
